SUDDEN DEATH .

iv. JH, Post, general agent for the Southern States of the Aultman- 
Taylor harvesting machinery, died at the Petty House Tuesday evening 
about 8 o'clock of congestion, superinduced by the intemperate use of 
whiskey, aged about 42 years. Wednesday morning the corpse was ex— 
pressed to Knoxville, where live his wife and three children. He 
arrived in Fayetteville on Friday evening last, and has been ailing 
since that time. He was a handsome, robust looking man and is said 
to have been of an unusually bright and active min . Although ‘he 
possessed all the evidences of a long life, he has ended as all do 
who to a great excess drink whiskey - in premature dissolution. Who 
has imagination elastic enough to form even a feeble conception of 
the grief that wrings the heart of his wife? What a transfiguration: 
he left home buoyant and with promise of a long life and ina few 
days shipped back cold and clammy with the sweat of death upon him.

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DEATH OF A VENERABLE LADY 
(Fayetteville Observer Oct. 19, 1882) 


On Sunday morning last died the oldest resident of . Payatteville Mrs. 
Nancy Neeld. at our request, her son ir. W.P. Neeld, kindly furnished 
the following data of her birth, marriage and life - 


Nancy Wilson, daughter of James "vapor born Sept. 30th, 17975 mar- 
ried May 9th, 1813. 


She was a pupil going to school to father when they married: her : 
father, who had started her to school to get her quantum of education, 
objected to it because of her youth. ly information. is that she 

" remained in the neighborhood, not visiting her father's house, until 
some time after they moved into their home in Fayetteville, which was 
as soon as practicable; the precise date is not now known, but I 

place it, under the circumstances either in the Fall of 1813 or 1814, 
Mother often told me she was born in Kentucky and that she was about 
13 years old when they moved from there to this county. Let me 

state here that grandfather Wilson settled.on Kerr's creek, then called, 
about 12 miles from Fayetteville, south of west from here, on the 
Elkton road; and I think some of the Sugg family now own the place. 


She expired on Sunday last, October 15, at 4 o'clock in the morning 
of old age mainly, but her death was hastened by a fungus growth, 

I would say, called differently by different Ana NeAUA ALS, I never 
heard of it being named by @ physician. 


My father was born in Kentucky also, May 17th, 1787; I have neabe him 
say then near Louisville, on Beargrass creek, now perhaps in. the heart 
of the city. His father moved from Kentucky to Williamson county, 
date not known to me, on Harpeth creek; from thence to this county, 
datenot known, in the same neighborhood in which grandfather Wilson 
then lived. While grandfather Neeld, lived in Williamson county he een 
married a second wife, @ widow with one son; and the second. marriage 
not being agreeable to my father, then a boy, he went to the town of 
Franklin, in said county, and bound himself to a man named Robert- 

son to learn the tailor's trade; and: his indentures not being out, he 
did not come to this county until the end of his apprenticeship. 

date not known, His first business was ‘country school master. 

When the county town of Lincoln county was permanently established, 

he resolved to become a citizen to follow his trade. He purchased a 
lot at the sale of lots, date not known. His first visit to this 
locality, I have heard him say, was in 1808. 


Between his marriage and date of house-keeping, he boarded at Brice fl, 
Garner's and went to his wife's place of residence every Saturday 
evening, working at his trade in Fayetteville until he and mother were 
ready to keep house, or the house was finished. -I have furnished .you 
the best and most authentic information from ~the record and recol- 
lection. The record is certain; the balance may be wrong in some. 
particulars, but it is substantially ‘correct --all but the record is- 
based on iny recollection of his statements in my presence, when at 
home, and the other members of the family. 


I neglected to state in its proper place when she professed religion... 
About the year 1843 or 4; may be later, at @ revival meeting conducted 
by Rev. Fountain E, Pitts. So she professed religion under: Methodist 
preaching, joined and lived and died a member thereof’,

county, Tenn., of poor and respectable parentage. His father, George 
W. Davis, removed to Christian county, Ky., when the subject of our 
sketch: #was:about six years of age. Soon after his removal to Ken- 
tucky Mrs, Davis died and G.W. Davis married again, and he dying in 
1862, James M, Davis was reared by his step-mother, now Mrs. Martin, 
who resides with Mrs, James M. Davis at this time. Mrs. Martin was 
left in limited circumstances with several children, and mostly step- 
children, to raise and she acquitted her duty in that matter with suc- 
cess, for which she deserves much credit. James M. was the eldest, 
always a good boy, and a great favorite with his step-mother and the 
family. He was very dutiful and assisted her very materially in her 
labors. For the last several years of her life she resided with him, 
Under the circumstances it was out of her power, in the absence of 
free public schools, to educate her children, and they consequently 
grew up unlettered, But James M. Davis was a man of remarkably fine 
natural ability, and would have been a leading man in any community 
with education, He stood without a peer in his profession of detect- 
ive and marshal in the revenue services of the U.S. 


He came to Lincoln county, Tenn., in November, 1867, and commenced 
work at Cyruston in a tannery for Rev. Charles Laxson, and the follow- 
ing year, April 30th, 1868, married Miss. Lucetta Woodard, a step- 
daughter of Mr, Laxson. He was then nineteen years of age, Soon after 
he started his career of rogue catcher, for which he had special nat- 
ural qualifications, and succeeded in breaking up one of the worst 
gangs of organized horse thieves that ever infested this part of the 
county. This band was led by Campbell McIntosh, John Williams and’ '. 
other outlaws. For this service Davis received the thanks of all his 
fellow-citizens, endorsed by the Governor and many leading citizens.. 
Hé immediately after this commenced work for the general govern- 

ment and remained in that service as Marshal and Deputy Collector 

up to the time of his death, 


He was a- terror to moonshiners and to evil doers generally, and the 
moral influence he exercise has been remarked frequently in our hear: 
ing. He, no doubt, made some enemies but they were mainly of the law- 
less class or of those whose unreasoning hatred of the Federal Gov- 
ernment led them to abhor even its most useful and most trusted 
servants... yee Hash Se 


Capt. Davis' true nobitity of character was most strikingly illust-. 
rated by the manner in which he treated his brothers, who sickened at 
his home with consumption, John Martin and George each ended his 
days.at Capt. Davis', cared for and provided with everthing needed at 
his expense, and nothing was spared that contributed in the least to 
their comfort. : 


...He was a man of extraordinary physical power, upwards of six feet 
in height and weighing over two hundred pounds... 


In conclusionwe will correct some mistakes that have gotten into print 
in regard to Capt. D. He never served in the Confederate army, or in 
either during the late civil war. He was only twelve years of age when 
the war broke out... : - 

He joined the M.E. Church South in 1868... 


He was an affentionate hushand. an induleent father... 
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"There igs a tide in the affairs of men which taken at its flood leads 
on to fortune." There is a tide in my affairs which led me. to this 
charming little city once more "after many days." 


Fayetteville - What a host of recollections came thronging back with 
the very name. Alas! how many, many times has the sun gone ‘low 
down the sky! and the ‘frost gleamed where the flowers have been,' 
since that spring and summer of '63, when I used to go up on the hill 
on the north side of the town and sit there and read and talk and 
dream, as the soft rose-hues of the day faded away, leaving the city 
lost amidst a pile of fantastic, picturesque shadows. 


Those summer days were full of pleasure and romance, but the past is 
in the eternal past, and the October stars are shining kindly over 
the grass of many of my old Fayetteville friends. I went out to the 
old bridge this afternoon - it has been a long time since I have seen 
it. It seemed that I could see Charley Martin and Alf. Nicholson 
wave their caps, and hear them shout as they went down the river in 
their boat. They were two handsome young officers from Columbia, 
stationed here; handsome, gallant young men they were. Unfortunately, 
I have a great deal of sentiment in my nature. I live a great deal 
in the past, and cannot forget things; one thing certain, I have not 
forgotten Fayetteville, It has always been associated with the most 
pleasant recollections of my life. Rome on her seven hills never had 
more beautiful or romantic surroundings. Bold, picturesque hills, 
clothed with eternal verdure, stretch away in the distance, forming 

a back-ground to @ most lovely landscape... 


The city has made the most wonderful improvements in the last year 

or two, A handsome brick block on the east side of the public square 
was finished last year, while all over the city new and beautiful 
houses have sprung up, proving that Fayetteville is at present a pro- 
gressive city, "and alive to the times.".. 


Lincoln county was organized in 1809, By an act of the legislature 
passed in Feb,, 1810, the first County Court was held at the house of 
Brice M, Garner, who was elected Clerk of the Court the same day, 

and Cornelius Slater, Sheriff. The first Circuit Court of this county 
was held in 1810, Thos. Stewart, of Franklin county, the first Judge, 
appointed Clerk, James Bright, the father of Jno, hk. Bright. He held 
the office of County Clerk for twenty-six years, after which the 
election was placed in the hands of the people. 


The county officials are all nice. gentlemen and efficient officers ~ 

well known and popular in Lincoln county. We give their names below. 
County Judge, N.P. Carter, Clerk of County Court, E.S.-Wilson. 
Circuit Clerk, W.C. Morgan, Clerk and Master, W.B. Martin, Regis- 

ter B.B. Thompson. Sheriff, W.A. Cumningham, Mayor of the city, J.h. 

Wilson. ‘ 

What you need is somebody to-develop the resources of this rich and 

magnificent county. Somebody to establish manufactories, public 

schools, etc. Murfreesboro is getting a start. If we could spare Capt 

Doughty for a little while he might give you some ideas...

Fayetteville has for years been the home of many prominent men, 
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(Cont'd Fayetteville Visit) 
among whom is the: 


Hon, George W. Jones - was born in Virginia in 1806. His father James 
sean came to Giles county, Tennessee, in 1816, and died there in 
1820. 


Mr, Jones came to Lincoln county in September, 1821, and was educated 
in the common schools of the country; served an apprenticeship making 
saddles in his youth. 


During a long and honorable life he has occupied various high posi- 
tion, He was elected and served two terms in the House of Represent- 
atives, 1835-37; one term in the Senate, 1839. He was Clerk of the 
County Court of Lincoln from 1840 to 1843, when he was elected to 
Congress, which position he held for sixteen years, serving up to 1859. 
He was elected to the Confederate Congress in February, 1862, and ser- 
ved two years, Was in the Constitutional Convention of 1870, and is 
the oldest resident of Fayetteville and enjoys the confidence and res- 
pect of the community he so long had the honor to represent in Con- 
gress. . 


Hon, Jas. D, Tillman - Independent candidate for Congress from the 5th 
district. : : 


Gol, Tillman is a son of Col. Lewis Tillman, and a native of Bedford 
county, Tennessee. 


At the breaking out of the late war Jas. D, Tillman, then an ardent 
youth of eighteen, threw himself, heart and soul, into the Southern 
cause. In the moonlight, in the sunlight or the gloom lit by the 
cannon's red glare, a beardless officer fought at the head of his men 
with a never varying courage. Comrades in arms! old soldiers! does 
not your pulse quicken when you remember how this gallant soldier 
marched with you over the frozen hills side by side, and cheered 

your fainting spirits with brave, courageous words, always a friend, 
ever a brother - kind, tender and true. 


He enlisted as a private in Boone's company, Shelbyville Rebels, and 
was made first Lieutenant. When but twenty-one years of age, at the 
reorganization of the 41st Tennessee Regiment, he was elected Lieute- 
nant.Colonel of the regiment, He never saw his home from the time he 
enlisted in the army until after the surrender of the Confederate 
armies in 1865, but was at the head of his regiment in every impor- 
tant engagement up to the surrender, 


Returning home after the war he entered the Lebanon law school, was 
admitted to the bar in 1866 and entered into partnership with Judge 
Coldwell, of Shelbyville, and was married in February, 1866, to Miss 
Fannie Bonner, of Fayetteville, where he has since resided - a popular 
citizen and successful lawyer. 


He represented Lincoln county in the Lower House of Tennessee in 1871- 
2, and was for two terms an active member of the Senate in 1873-4, 
distinauishing himself in that honorable body for the strength and 
fearlessness with which he delivered his opinions. He was appointed 
by Governor Porter Attorney General in 1878...(a quote from a Tulla- 
homa paper of October 19th. jww) ; 


Col. Tillman is a man of strong convictions and is a firm friend. In 
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politics, he has always been and is to-day a democrat, tried by 

every test that proves a man's political faith, and has stood firm a 
democrat in the truest sense, while the mad waves of political turmoil 
ee. presided over the Democratic Convention of 1880... 


Hon. John M. Bright, has represented this District in Washington ten 
years - five terms - Gen, Bright is acknowledged to be a fine speaker, 
of easy address, and presents a splendid record, one of which to be 
proud. (The writer regrets the meagreness of these notes - not seeing 
him personally). Gen, Bright was for a long time the Chairman of the 
Committee on Claims ~ one of the most important committees of that 
pody. He was not only an influential man in his own party, but with 
the Republicans as well; and there are may who regret his withdrawal 
from the race, , 


Capt. J.W. Newman - A prominent and successful lawyer at the Fayette- 
ville bar, is a native of Staunton, Augusta County, Virginia. . He was 
porn in 1832, His father Jacob Newman, came to this State in 1838, 
and settled in Knoxville, East Tennessee, Consequently Capt Newman 
was only six years of age-when he came to Tennessee, He was educa- 
ted at the University of East Tennessee, graduated in the’class of 
1851, and afterwards read law with Judge Alexander at Knoxville; was 
admitted to the bar in 1853 in Knoxville before Judge Alexander and 
Chancellor Williams, Capt. Newman practiced law in Knoxville up to 
the beginning of the war, He enlisted in Kaine's Battery ~ Mabry 
Guards. He was elected second Lieutenant in 1862. Maj. Thos. O'Con- 
nor, who was killed a few days ago, was first Lieutenant. Gen Mabry 
presented every member of his Battery with a complete uniform, What 

a sad termination of their lives. How cheaply human life is held in 
these degenerate days, when 4 man in the heat of passion deliberate- 
ly shoots down his most iniimate friend, I was in Atlanta when Cox, 
killed Col. Bob Alston - one of the cleverest and most popular gentle- 
men who ever lived in Georgia, That was on account of money matters, 
TOOnee 


Capt. Newman served gallantly in East Tennessee until captured at 
Cumberland Gap, September, 1863, and sent as a prisoner of war to 
Johnson Island, Twenty-two hundred Confederates were captured by 
Burnside, including Kaine's Battery, in this fight at Cumberland Gap. 
The Southern forces were under command of Gen, Frazier. 


Capt. Newman cast his fortune with the Fayetteville bar the first of 
January, 1866. and has been in actual and successful practice ever 
since, His professional standing is very high here, and he is a 
lawyer of acknowledged talent; at the same time he is one of the most 
popular men in this county. He has never sought.office, nor ever per- 
mitted his name to go before any convention. He is eminently a domes-+ 
tic man and finds comfort and pleasure in the delights of the family 
fireplace. Captain Newman has in his possession a letter written by 
the late lamented President Garfield to himself when he was confined 
as a prisoner of war-on Johnson's Island. We copy it in full: 
; Washington, January 7th, 1865 

Lieut. J.W. Newman, ; 

Prisoner of War - Sir: Yours of the 23rd was found awaiting me-on 


az 
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my return from Ohio two or three days ago. At the same time I receiv- 
ed a letter asking me to try to effect the special exchange of First 
Lieutenant J.0. Stout of First 0.V. Squadron of Cavalry. You did not 
state whether you were a First or Second Lieutenant, but I have for- 
warded the two letters to the proper military officers, and asked to 
have an exchange effected if possible. I hope it may be done. 


Very Respectfully, 
JA. Garfield, 
Capt. Newman knew Garfield personally...
